America n representa tive be permitted to see Mrs. 
Ruth Ma rie Rubens, held in a Moscow prison, is 
in line with this country ’s trea ty rights. There 
ha s been much procra stina tion on the pa rt of 
the Russia n a uthorities a nd it is ill-a dvised a s 
concerns America n public feeling, but it is un­ 
thinka ble tha t a ccess to the prisoner be per­ 
ma nently denied. 
Wha t ma kes the Rubens ca se front-pa ge news 
is not so much its importa nce a s a n interna tion­ 
a l incident a s its picturesqueness. The woma n, 
a Phila delphia n, went to Russia on a forged pa ss­ 
port with a ma le compa nion a nd they disa p­ 
pea red from a Moscow hotel a week a pa rt. The 
ma n wa s a rrested in the Ura ls a nd returned a s a 
supposed spy to Moscow, a nd it wa s revea led tha t 
the woma n ha d been whisked a wa y to a city pris­ 
on. Though Mrs. Rubens is in no position to 
seek the ex ertion of good will on the pa rt of her 
own government, it is a cting of its own volition. 
The Russia ns ha ve not been a s compla isa nt 
towa rd our representa tions a s the Germa ns ha ve 
been in simila r insta nces. There is nothing, how­ 
ever, in the situa tion even fa intly hinting of a 
brea ch in Russo-America n rela tions.

FUGITIVE SLAVE HOUSE 
TO BE IN STATE PARK 


Ripley , O. (ZP) — Historic “Eli­ 
za House,” famous as the first 
station in the "underground rail­ 
road” of fugitive slaves escaping 
from the south, soon will be p art 
of a state park. 
Col. Al Hatfield, present own­ 
er, announced he had accepted 
a $5,000 offer of the Ohio State 
Archaeological society for the 
house and grounds. 
The house became a refuge for 
slaves during the height of the 
abolitionist struggle in ante-bel­ 
lum day s. It was the residence 
of the Rev. John Rankin, pastor 
of 
the 
Ripley 
Presby terian 
church and one of the leading 
abolitionists of southern Ohio. 
As the fugitives crossed the 
Ohio river, they were secreted 
there until they could be taken 
to the nex t “station” on the 
road to Canada and freedom.
